The vessels wtiich will fight it 
out for the responsibility of trying} 
to regain the trophy won last year) 
by the Halifax fisherman Bluenose j * 
are expected to be Mayflower. Eliz­ 
abeth Howard, Yankee, Henry Ford 
and L. A. Dunton. 
Puritan, the pride of Gloucester, 
on which many a deep-sea fisherman 
pinned his faith in the great race! 
this fall, lies piled 
up 
on 
the 
treacherous shore of Sable Island. 
Along the water front the old sea 
dogs say that the reason for Puri-i 
tan’s wreck last winter was that she 
developed a speed far greater than 
those on board realized and fetch- i 
c?d up on Sable Island long beforej 
she was supposed to be near it. 
Now Gloucester folk are turning;

Her carrying ca­ 
pacity also is less than the aver­ 
age fisherman. It is expected, how­ 
ever, that the' Internatiinal Commit­ 
tee will approve Mayflower’s entry, 
as she has made11 number of fish­ 
ing trips. Although her profits have \ 
not been as large as in the case of 
some of the other vessels, owing U 
her high first cost, she has been i 
fairly profitable to her owners. 
The recent races of the New York 
Yacht Club off Marblehead attract­ 
ed great interest among Gloucester 
fishermen

A parasite is a living organism 
that depends upon the life of come 
other living thing for its existence. 
In the insect world there is a tend­ 
ency for nature to keep an equilib­ 
rium by affording conditions that 
will make it possible for certain in­ 
sects to hold in check certain oth­ 
er insects that are destructive to 
vegetation. In this manner the de­

Imported or mi­ 
gratory insects that damage crops, 
usually come to a new territory 
without their parasites, and there­ 
fore are very destructive before new 
insect enemies attack them or un­ 
til the old parasites follow.
